THE HEWS. 

The Eastern intelligence received on Sat- 
unlay by the Siorru N«vnda in four days | 
later lliau previous nJvicei. Sheridou's pur- 
suit of the Confedoralo forces in the Shenati- ) 
doah. atill continues. The latest reliable j 
telegrams, howover, from this quarter are but 1 
two days subsequent to our previou* ones 
nnd lenve the pursuing columns near New- 
market, about twenty miles farther down the 
valley than they were by last advices. Some | 
of tbe despatches assert thai Early'n forces 
nre retreating by way of Culpepper nnd 
Gordonsville to Richmond, thus leaving the 
important connection with Lynchburg liable 
to be seized by the Federals. If this ia so, 
wo can only aocoucl lor the exlraordinary 
and apparently suicidal movement on the 
Bupposition that tbe Confederate forces were 
so cut up, having lost, according 10 official 
reports 11,000 men, that tbey could not risk 
the long lino of retreat, and so fell back to 
positions where they would more rapidly 
receive assistance from Lae. It would seem, 
however, that 1 Lie position at Richmond and 
Petersburg is sufficiently extensive to givo 
full employment !o the vlnie of the i»rn>y 
under the Confederate eoi'imauder ; and to 
weaken the line of deienee befoie .-.o vigilant 
and dbtermincd n general us Grant would he 
an exceedingly dangerous operation. just at 
tho present crisis. On the other hand the 
advance of tho victorious Federals mint be 
checked, as much for the preservation of the 
morale of tho Confederate army, as for the 
safety of Leu's line of supply. It is there- 
fore just possible that we may shortly hear 
of reinlorceinenti having been sent to Early, 
and almost simultaneously an n'.iack by 
Grant on the Confederate position. 

From Georgia the rumors of peace negotia- 
tions between Shermau and tho Governor of 
tho State would seem lu lie well-grounded. 
Coventor Brown has recalled all tho Georgian 
militia thai were under Hood, and tho Con- 
federate general has retired towards the 
frontier of Alabama. So far, it would ap- 
pear, Sherman has little lo oppose him in a 
inarch through ihe Slate, and it seems by no 
means improbable that Ihe people, through 
the Governor, should be willing to relinquish 
a cause that has brought them nothing but 
desolation and woe, nnd which promisee 
them a still further share in the future. With 
the destruction of the millions' worth of pro- 
perty in Atlanta and Ihe other towns ol 
Northern Georgia before their eyes, and with 
the certainly that the Richmond powers can- 
not help them in their extremities, the 
Georgian people, it is more than probable, 
will accept propositions that will save t !u- ir 
State from further molestation, and place 
them again under Washington authority. 
The critical condition of this part of the 
Confederacy would seem to be fully appre- 
ciated at Richmond, n:n! the report thai tha 
Southern President has arrived at Macon 
wears more an aspect ot truth than the ujml 
rumors of movements in me South. The 
secession of such a Stale ai tieorgii would 
he ten times mure important to the North 
than if it were conquered an 1 he! I only at 
Ihe bayonet's point. If. therefore, Sherman, 
after proving himself a master in the art of 
war, should, like ihe greai Napoleon, be 
equally suecasilul as a diplomatis:, and win 
Ihe most important Statu ol the Confederacy 
over in a peaceful manner lo the U iior., he 
will have achieved morj permanent and 
greater triumphs than any other man in the 
Republic. 

From the Southern frontier oi Missouri 
and from Northern Alabama a:il Tennessee 
we hear of accounts lo-- cheering lo the 
Federals. A large force under Price -Mi- 
mated at 30,000 had entered or wai a'>out to 
enter Missouri, and R jsieraus. the Federal 
general, wasstriving hard to rally the citizens 
of the Stato lo the defence of their hearths 
and homes. Forrest, of Fort Pillow mas- 
sacre notoriety, is again on iho alerl and has 
capluted the town of Athens in Alabama, 
about twenty mile- south of lbs, fiun'.ier ol 
Tennessee, the Federal garrison having sur- 
rendered, lie followed op n. > successes 
along t lit: line of railway until he reached 
Pulaski in Tennessee, lilteen miles u itth of 
the boundary line. Here the Federals under 
Rousseau, the cavalry general of Sherman's 
raiding expeditious iu Alabama, made a 
stand, but they were ultimately driven back, 
toward the evening of the same duy Rous- 
seau advanced and took possefsiou of the 

place, but it again relapsed ii hands ol 

Forrest. We see, however, by later special 
despatches from Portland that ihe Confede- 
rate general was again forced i withdraw 
and fall back. The presence of Furresl in 
Southern Tennessee, with Confederate rcin- 
loruetnonts arriving daily from various quar- 
ters, indicates serious demonstrations against 
Sherman's oommuuicatioDj Sherman, how- 
ever, seams alive to the danger and is taking 
all necessary precautions to clie>l, the ene- 
my's operations in that quarter. 

There is nothing further of a very reliable 
nature from Mobile. We have as usual, ru- 
mors of its Capture, hut they arc no d mbt, 
like those which have gone before, merely 
idle ones. The movements of Houd towards 
Alabama, would indicate that the Confeder- 
ates, having lost all hope of retaining Geoi- 
gia, were determined to maintain a firm 
clutch ou Alabama. No doubt, thorelo.-e. 
reinforcements have been sent lo Mobile from 
Hood's army, and the fleet under Furragui 
will have a wanner time in Inking the city 
thao was at first anlicipated. Should Geor- 
gia, however, speiulily lorm a Union Slate, 
no Confederate force in Alabama will be
